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June festival to have flowers 
despite heavy flood damages 


Flower fields, with their patchwork 
color quilting Lompoc Valley, will still 
be much in evidence during Flower Fes­ 
tival time, June 28-29. Though the nor­ 
mal amount of acreage in bloom is ex­ 
pected to be reduced somewhat due to 
the recent floods and subsequent de­ 
lay in planting, the contretemps is not 
destroying the hopes of flower growers. 
Lompoc Valley is perhaps the finest 
area in the world for the production 
of flower seeds, where the majority of 
seeds are raised to be shipped around 
the glol>e. During festival time, the 
eye-i>opping colors and delicate, sweet 
aroma waft from the fields to greet 
the visitor. 
Three major flower growers con­ 
tacted in the Valley, estimated a total 
of atKWt 825 acres to be in bloom 
by festiv al time, barring another deluge. 
Varieties of sweet peas, petunias, cam­ 
panula, linaria, nasturtiums, larkspur, 
California poppies, stocks, calendulas, 
dimorphotheca 
(Cape-marigold), aiy- 
Weather satellite 
launch planned 
here tonight 


NASA officials at South Vandenbergan­ 
nounced at mid-morning that the count­ 
down on the Nimbus weather satellite 
is continuing on schedule. Present plans 
call for the bug-shaped satellite to be 
launched between 11:53 and 12:57 tonight. 
The Nimbus is a highly sophisticated 
spacecraft carrying experiments which 
scientists hope will aid them in develop­ 
ing methods of forecasting the world’s 
weather on a long range basis. 
The satellite is to be launched toward 
polar 
orbit 
by a McDonnalLDouglas 
long 
tank 
Thor. 
The 
shot is a re­ 
placement 
for 
a similar 
vehicle 
launched last 
May. That launch was 
aborted when the Thorad booster de­ 
veloped a malfunction and had to be de­ 
stroyed. The Nimbus with its nuclear 
generators fell into the ocean near San 
Miguel Island. It 
was located and re­ 
trieved by a miniature submarine in 
October 1968. 
The present Nimbus also contains an 
experiment which will aid in develop­ 
ing methods of tracking animals in their 
natural habitat. Strapped to the body 
of an elk which is now roaming the for­ 
est in Yosemite National Park is a small 
radio transmitter which will relay sig­ 
nals to the Nimbus which in turn will re­ 
lay data on the elk’s location to ground 
stations. 


ssum and many other species not dam­ 
aged by the floods will be among those 
to be seen during the scheduled flower 
field tours. 
Areas expected to be in bloom in­ 
clude both sides of the Surf road west 
from Lompoc to the NASA facilities, 
within close visual proximity, portions 
along the Lompoc, Casmalia access 
road east toward Buellton and the near­ 
by Rucker Road and parts of the Santa 
Rosa Valley, accessible from California 
Highway 1. 
According to Associated Flower Grow­ 
ers and Lompoc Valley Chamber of 
Commerce officials, there will be plenty 
of cut flowers to decorate the parade 
floats, 
most 
of which 
are normally 
shipped in from other Southern California 
regions. An estimate of 14,000 dozen cut 
flowers, averaging out to about a half­ 
million blossoms per float, are on tap 
to cover the Flower Parade Float entries. 
Fields are cycled the year around to 
assure a continuous production to florists 
and merchants back East and around the 
nation. 
The Flower Festival was incubated with 
the Lompoc Alpha Club’s Flower Show 
46 years ago in the basement of the city 
library and a floral float parade which 
was held in coordination with the Fourth 
of July celebration. 
In the early 1940’s, the event expaded 
into an annual rodeo and parade and con­ 
tinued 
to 
grow 
and change until the- 
present Flower Festival burst into full 
bloom 17 years ago. 
The first Flower Festival ushered in 
three days of fun, encompassing the 
Alpha Club Flower Show, a floral par­ 
ade, gymkhana, auto races, fireworks 
display, 
children’s parade, a band and 
choral concert, coronation ball, western 
dance, 
children’s 
concert and a com­ 
munity breakfast. 
Down through the years, standard fav­ 
orites such as the Alpha Club Flower 
Show, floral parade and coronation ball 
have been supplemented with a plethora 
of activities. 
This year is shaping up to be one 
of the most exciting yet. A Flower Fes­ 
tival Queen will be crowned at the cor­ 
onation ball, to the tune of the famous 
Les Brown and his Band of Renown, 
succeeding the talent show for the comely 
candidates. The natural flower float par­ 
ade is ranked among California's Top 
Five Parades, with over 300 organiza­ 
tions expected to participate this year. 
Over 200 antique cars from Packard 
International will be on display; some 
to furnish transportation for dignitar­ 
ies in the parade. Also scheduled are 
an art show, stage show entertainment, 
an Air Force Band Concert, VIP lunch­ 
eon, carnival rides, teenage dance and 
other events to be announced later.

Police move on Harvard; 
196 arrested, 20 hurt

Police charged onto the campus of 
Harvard University today, arrested 196 
persons who took over the school’s Ad­ 
ministration 
Building, 
cleared 
the 
grounds of 500 others, and bloodied more 
than 20 protester’s heads. 
The police action touched off reports 
that a student strike would be called 
at the university. A rally in support of 
the protesters was scheduled for the 
nearby Massachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology. 
Harvard authorities said that despite 
the bloody melee classes were in session 
and the school situation was normal 
again. 
A sheet proclaiming “ Strike!” hung 
from a window of a building in Harvard 
Yard, center of the undergraduate cam­ 
pus. 
The 196 arrested students were taken 
to the East Cambridge District Court 
where they were charged with tres­ 
passing. 
A 10 a.m. rally in Harvard’s Memori­ 
al Chapel was held without incident. 
The students at the rally were support­ 
ing demands by the Administration Build­ 
ing occupation force that the school’s 
Reserve Officer’s Training Corps pro- 
gram be abolished. 
At Stanford 
University 
in Stanford, 
Calif., about 150 students camped all 
night in a building containing military 
files. Police said, however, that no dam­ 
age was done to the files in the Applied 
Electronics Building. 
About 400 students took over the Stan­ 
ford building on Wednesday to protest 
the university’s 
involvement with the 
Defense Department. 
The protesters repeatedly proclaimed 
non-violent 
intentions and a squad of 
police who stayed in the building all night 
said no files were interfered with and 
no building equipment was damaged. 
The Harvard oocupation came Wednes­ 
day when militants 
forced school per­ 
sonnel from the building in a protest 
to demand abolishing the reserve offi­ 
cers training corps (ROTC) on campus. 
About 
100 students staged a similar 


takeover at Boston University Wednes­ 
day, 
but 
abandoned 
it 
when police 
arrived. 
Classes were to reopen at Southern 
University of New Orleans (SUNO) to­ 
day, officials of the mostly Negro school 
of 1,700 students said.

Job Corps 
camps get 
Nixon axe

WASHINGTON (UPD - The Nixon ad­ 
ministration has decided to close more 
than half of the rural and conservation 
Job Corps camps, as well as eight Job 
Corps centers in urban areas. 
UPI learned the 1 abor Department 
planned to announce today that 57 lob 
Corps centers in 30 states would be 
closed before the start of the next fis­ 
cal year July 1. 
The shutdown would be part of a plan­ 
ned $100 million cut in the war on pov­ 
erty program. 
Carl I) Perkins, D-Ky., Chairman of 
the House Education and Labor Commit­ 
tee, said in a statement the action means 
“ we are throwing thousands of boys 
and girls to the dogs.” 
Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis , chairman of 
a Senate subcommittee that will start 
general hearings on the j>overty program 
in May', said in a letter to Nixon that 
the closing “ would simply add to the dis­ 
illusionment within the i>overty areas of 
America.” 
The urban centers to be closed down 
include 
two 
men’s 
projects, 
Parks 
Calif., and Kilmer, N.J , and six women’s 
centers, Clinton, Iowa, Mar<juette, Mich., 
St. Louis, Mo.; Omaha, Neb.; Cleveland, 
Ohio; and Huntington, W. Va. 
There are 106 Job Corps centers all 
told across the nation, 24 of them in 
cities and 82 in conservation areas. An 
estimated 35,000 young persons, most of 
them high school dropouts, are enrolled, 
14,000 of them in conservation centers 
and 21,000 in urban centers. 
The number of enrollees who would be 
affected by the closings was not imme­ 
diately known. A total of $285 million 
was appropriated for the Job Corps in 
this fiscal year, and former President 
Lyndon B Johnson had budgeted $280 mil­ 
lion for fiscal 1970. 
The 49 rural centers to be closed 
Include: 
Arizona — Alpine, Heber, Ingman and 
San Carlos. 
California — Alder Springs, Fenner 
Canyon, Five Mile, Oak Glen, Sly Park, 
and Toy on. 
Oregon — Malheur, Tillamook.

MOSCOW (UPI) — 
The Soviet Union, 
taking critical notice of the 20th anniv­ 
ersary of the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization NATO, said today it is build 
tag up its Mediterranean fleet to count­ 
er “ war preparations” by the Western 
alliance. 
The Kremlin used the NATO anniver­ 
sary observance as a backdrop for con­ 
demning it as an aggressive, antidemo­ 
cratic force, fdV making a series of 
demands on West Germany, and for re­ 
issuing its call for an East-West Europ­ 
ean security conference under Moscow’s 
tutelage. 
The 3,500- word government statement, 
distributed by Soviet news agency Tass 
and published in Moscow’s press, coin­ 
cided with the arrival of seven Soviet 
warships to reinforce the Russians’ 30- 
ship fleet in the Mediterranean. Mean­ 
while President Nixon pledged today to 
America’s NATO allies to keep them 
fully informed on the Soviet-U.S. strat­ 
egic arms control talks and urged new 
machinery for closer “ western polit­ 
ical consultation” in the future. 
In an address at the 20th anniversary 
NATO foreign ministers meeting, Nixon 
said arms talks with the Russians— ex­ 
pected to begin fairly soon — would be 
“ a test of the ability of the western 
nations to shape a common strategy.” 
Looking to the future, he commented, 
“ We would do well to create new mach­ 
inery for western political consultation 
as well as to make greater use of 
the process that already exists.” 
The President made no specific men­ 
tion of a recurrent Communist suggestion 
that the NATO nations and the Warsaw 
Pact governments in the Soviet bloc 
meet in an effort to end the cold war. 
At the initial session of the NATO 
council this morning, Italy’s foreign 
minister, Pietro Nenni, advocated such a 
meeting as soon as possible. 
However, Foreign Minister Joseph 
Luns of the Netherlands urged a slow 
approach to such a conference. He re­ 
commended that NATO should request 
clarification by the communists on their 
proposal. 
Nixon confided himself in his prepared 
remarks to the observation that the time 
has come for “ unfreezing our old con­ 
cepts of East versus West, while never 
losing sight of great ideological differ­ 
ences.” 
Ttie United States has been wary of 
an imi lediate NATO-Warsaw get tog­ 
ether, favoring instead that some solid 
ground-work be laid by individual con- 
ferences between the various govern­ 
ments on both side

Man’s existence threatened 
by use of DDT. scientist claims 


MADISON, 
Wis. (I PI) - DDT has 
wiped out some predators and threatens 
the extinction of one more — man. 
Prof. Grant Cottam, 
a University of 
Wisconsin botanist, told the assembly 
agriculture committee Wednesday that 
DDT has caused extinction of various 
forms of wildlife, especially predators. 
The committee is considering a ban on 
DDT. 
“ Man, too, must be classified as a 
predator —he eats meat and lots of it,” 
Cottam said. 


“ It is certainly within the realm of pos­ 
sibility that man will be one of the pre­ 
dators to be eliminated if use of DDT 
is continued.” 
The fact that a bill to ban DDT has been 
introduced in an agricultural state like 
Wisconsin has attracted national atten­ 
tion. In addition, the state Natural Re­ 
sources Department is in the process 
of conducting hearings on a petition to 
ban the chemical. 
“ We pray that the legislature will not 
allow itself to be stampeded by semi­ 
hysteria or unreasoning panic about pos­ 
sible dangers not yet proven by scien­ 
tific facts,” said William Kasakaitas, 
representing the Wisconsin Farm Bu­ 
reau Federation and state nurserymen, 
potato and vegetable growers and cen­ 
tral Wisconsin 
vegetable growers as­ 
sociation. 
Kasakaitas 
said farm organizations 
support regulations of pesticides but not 
a total ban. 
“ We have no way of knowing what 
mixture of injurious insects will plague 
us next year or the year after. No one 
can guarantee that an outlawed chemi­ 
cal pesticide will not be urgently needed 


to deal effectively with whatever scourge 
may confront us in the future,” Kasakai­ 
tas said. 
Charles 
M. Creuziger 
of Sturte- 
vant, president of the American Veg­ 
etable Growers Association, also call­ 
ed for pesticide controls without 
a 
total tan. 
“ Banning 
DDT 
would 
impose 
dis 
trict 
hardships 
on 
growers of car­ 
rots, lettuce, celery and some fruits,” 
he said. “ In the case of carrots, DDT 
is considered a must for a profitable, 
marketable quality product,” 
Creuziger 
cited 
use of 
DDT in 
controlling 
mosquitoes 
carrying en­ 
cephalitis.

His statem ent was viewed 
with skepticism in some quar­ 
ter. 
"There were absolutely no 
political 
considerations,’’ he 
said when pressed on this point. 
Reddin said he began negotia­ 
tions with KTLA, Channel 5, 
before the April 1 prim ary 
which resulted in a big vote for 
a mayoral candidate who was a 
severe 
critic 
of 
the police 
department. 


The critic, Tom Bradley, a 
Negro councilman and form er 
police lieutenant, is locked in 
what may develop into a bitter 
campaign 
against 
incumbent 
Sam Yorty. The decision will be 
made at a May 27 election. 
Wednesday morning, only a 
few 
hours 
before 
Redding 
announced his resignation eff­ 
ective May 6, Yorty said there 
would be a "m ass exodus” from 
the police departm ent if Brad­ 
ley won the m ayor’s job. 
Some observers believed Red­ 
din wanted to get out of a 
sticky situation where he would 
be caught in the middle of the 
Yorty-Bradley campaign snip­ 
ing and be forced to defend the 
police departm ent against at­ 
tacks by Bradley but yet at the 
same 
time 
try to maintain 
neutrality in the election. 
Yorty 
issued a statem ent 
saying, " I am sorry to see Chief 
Thomas Reddin retire. He is 
one of the ablest law enforce­ 
ment officials in the nation and 
has done an excellent job in Los 
Angeles.” 
The mayor then went on to 
hint darkly "left wing extre­ 
m ists 
and 
political opportu­ 
nists” have created a serious 
morale problem with criticism s 
of the police department. 
Bradley said he had a good 
relationship with Reddin and 
expressed the belief his resig­ 
nation was prompted by a desire 
for more money. The chief’s job 
pays $32,800 a year. 


‘‘Frankly I’m surprised,” said 
Bradley. "I think of him as a 
police chief, not as a newscast­ 
e r. Reddin obviously desires to 
better

circum stances. I 
understand he’s been offered a 
very substantial contract. I’ve 
heard the figure $100,000 and 
that’s hard to turn down.”

Board Chairman and form er 
movie W estern star Gene Autry 
said, "Reddin lias an innate 
ability as a TV news broadcast­ 
er. His many appearances on 
television and his public speak­ 
ing engagements have show­ 
cased his credentials to speak 
up responsibly with vigor and 
charm .” 
Reddin is an accomplished 
speaker and in the two years he 
has been chief he has stressed 
community 
relations 
as

means of improving the public 
image of the police department 
since the devastating Watts riot 
in 1965. At 52, he has 28 years 
service behind him.

on Haskell Karp, 47, of Skokie, 
111., was not connected with the 
research conducted under De­ 
Bakey’s supervision and funded 
by the NIH. 
Cooley said earlier the money 
used to develop the heart used 
in last week’s operation came 
from his own research founda­ 
tion. 
DeBakey 
is 
the executive 
director of the Baylor Medical 
School of which Cooley and Dr. 
Domingo 
Liotta, 
the h eart’s 
designer, are staff m em bers. 
DeBakey said he was not aware 
of the existence of the heart 
used Friday.

A flood of petitions, letters 
and verbal statem ents by the 
aroused property owners re­ 
sulted in the com m ission tak­ 
ing action to invalidate an exist­ 
ing oversize greenhouse on the 
Penka prem ises. 
The greenhouse, represent­ 
ing 
an investment 
of about 
$5,000 had been built without 
a building perm it, was alm ost 
ten tim es the allowable size, 
and m oreover reflected sun­ 
light by day and was floodlighted 
by night to the annoyance of 
nearby homeowners, 
the com­ 
m ission was told. 
Allen 
Moss, 
Equestrian 
T rails, Inc. president, and a 
nearby 
homeowner, 
said v is­ 
itors looking out over the Penka 
property “ ask us if a concen­ 
tration camp is being set up 
there.” 
John Greene, 
East 
Goleta 
Valley Citizens 
Assn. repre­ 
sentative, testified that Penka 
“ has three arm ed guards pa­ 
trolling the place.” 
1 eland E. Neal, operator of 
a sanitation firm , and builder 
of the greenhouse, denied the 
claim that arm ed guards roam ­ 
ed the area, and said a building 
perm it application had been ov­ 
erlooked by accident. 
Neal explained that Penka, 
home caring for an ill wife, had 
m erely wanted privacy and pro­ 
tection for an elaborate plant- 
growing project. 
A plant chem ist, Penka is en­ 
gaged in test-growing 
tomato 
and many other types of plants 
in cooperation with universi­ 
ties, said Neal. The electrified 
fences are to keep out anim als 
and curious people, especially 
golfers from the adjacent golf 
course who hit balls over the 
fence and try to get them, he 
showed. 
The golfers are being 
dis­ 
couraged 
from 
climbing the 
fence now, it was shown, as 
voltage runs up to 10,000 volts, 
neighbors said they learned. 
Neal said county building offi­ 
cials had approved the elec­ 
trification 
program 
and the 
double sets of barbed wire, the 
top one electrified. 
Horsemen said their access 
to adjoining riding grounds is 
now blocked by the electrified 
fences, and expressed fear also 
that children might be "hung 
up” on the barbed w ire fences 
and given "one shock after ano­ 
th e r” until they were serious­ 
ly hurt. 
Neal said that Penka “ wants 
to do whatever possible to meet 
county regulations,” and white­ 
washed 
the 
glaring 
plastic 
cover of the greenhouse, and 
planted tree s near it. But neigh­ 
bors said they weren’t satisfied 
and 
demanded 
the structure 
come down.

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Midwest jittery over floods

Sleep is not coming easy 
these days 
to residents 
of 
communities in the Midwest 
If the residents aren’t lying in 
bed ready to bolt their home at 
the slightest gurgle somewhere 
downstairs, 
they’re 
outside 
helping maintain the around-the- 
clock vigil on flood dikes. 
Thousands of persons, includ­ 
ing 
residents, 
students and 
national guardsmen continued 
their never-ending labor to fill 
sandbags, heighten the dikes 
and keep them 
In constant 
repair. 
More than 2,000 persons in 
Iowa, South Dakota, Minnesota 
and Wisconsin have abandoned 
their homes as the threat of 
floods grew. Three persons mav 
already have lost their lives in 
the floods. The threat of flash 


flooding 
arose 
in southeast 
Kansas and southwest Missouri 
as torential downpours fell. The 
storm system spawned at least 
one tornado at Hot Springs, 
Ark., Wednesday night, damag­ 
ing 
an 
11-unit 
apartment 
complex. 
Rising temperatures melted 
snow in many western states, 
raising the threat of floods 
there but conservation officials 
said it was nothing like the 
flood threat in the Midwest.

New pill 
good for 
full month 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(UPI)-A 
Mexican physician says he has 
successfully tested a new birth 
control pill that need be taken 
only once a month. 
"We believe that the simplici­ 
ty of this method will make it 
acceptable 
in 
programs of 
population control,” said Dr. 
Manuel Maqueo-Topete, chief of 
the pathology department at the 
Hospital de Gineco Obstetricia 
in Mexico City. 
The physician, who gave his 
report 
Wednesday 
to 
the 
seventh annual meeting of the 
American 
Association 
of 
Planned Parenthood 
Physici­ 
ans, said he tested the new pill 
on 259 women in the Mexican 
capital. 
He 
found 
the 
pill 
was 
effective in preventing unwant­ 
ed 
pregnancies, 
its patient 
acceptability was "very good” 
and it reduced some of the side 
effects 
associated with con­ 
traceptive pills now in use. 
Maqueo-Topete said the ease 
of taking the pill only once a 
month instead of daily would be 
"particularly useful in deprived 
populations.” 
Despite this simplicity, the 
physician reported, one of his 
patients made a mistake and 
became pregnant anyway. 
Aside from this error, Ma­ 
queo-Topete said, there were 
only three other pregnancies, 
making a pregnancy rate of 1.1 
per cent for every 100 women 
who took the pill for a full year. 
The new pill is a combination 
of an unusual estrogen with 
prolonged activity called quine- 
strol and a progestagen called 
quinestraval acetate. It can be 
taken once at any time in the 
month regardless of menstrual 
cycle.

Mrs. Thomas is a registered nurse 
and operating room supervisor at Lom­ 
poc Hospital. She is married to Bruce, 
a senior engineer at Vandenberg 
Air 
Force Base. They have four children 
ranging in age from 13 to 20, and live 
at 405 S. Hawthorne St. 


Mrs. Thomas is quite frank in her 
opinion that the present school board 
has done a commendable job in the face 
of the deepening financial crisis. At a 
recent public meeting 
she said 
the 
district has a school system “second to 


none/' and when asked if it was necessary to be first in order to adequate­ 
ly 
educate 
children, she replied: “I’d prefer to be in such a district.” 
Her defense of the present board came out more strongly in her answer 
to questions than it did in prepared statements. On one occasion Mrs. Thom­ 
as was asked whether she thought the current 24 per cent local financial sup­ 
port of the schools was enough, she replied: “ It isn’t enough or I wouldn’t 
have voted for the override taxes.” 


When asked what she thought of the counselor-student ratio, she replied: 
“We have a good ratio of teachers to students, but of course it can always 
be improved.” She went on to say that the district’s psychology testing pro- 
gram was adequate. 


In other respects, Mrs. Thomas defended the board’s open policy of dis­ 
tributing the school board agendas, and defended the selection of a meeting 
hour. On the latter question she said the board meets in the late afternoon, 
but had tried night time sessions and found that attendance did not improve. 


On the question of year-around educational programs, she told an audi­ 
ence that “most kids need some change from constant schooling, and that 
vacation time provided an opportunity for school employes to repair and refur­ 
bish the classrooms.

A week from today voters will go to the polls to choose two candidates from 
among five vying for seats on Lompoc Unified School District Board of Trus­ 
tees. 
It will be the first election effort for each of the five candidates. Two of the 
five — Marjorie Thomas and George Vance — are incumbents who gained 
office by appointment. The remaining three candidates — Neva Boyer. De- 
Wayne Holmdahl and Dorothy Dial — have never sought and never held public 
office. 
Mrs. Thomas, current president was appointed to the board in December 
1966 to fill the unexpired term of Mrs. Martha Negus. Vance joined the board 
by the same route in July 1967 to fill the unexpired term of Ray Richerson. 
The election will provide voters with their first chance in two years to 
choose a majority of the school board via the elective process. Three mem­ 
bers of the present five-member board including Vance, Mrs. Thomas and Jack 
Helman were appointed to their offices. Helman has served for a little more 
than a year. His term of office will expire in 1971. 
Reserve s few minutes 
on April 15 to vote 


John Beattie and Archie Nogle were elected to the board in 1967 and come 
up for reelection in 1971 along with Helman. 
The election comes in the shadow of recent board action in cutting back the 
school program and invoking permissive override taxes totalling $1.14, 
an action taken to overcome an imminent$762,000deficit and balance the buct 
get. School trustees including the two who will be elected from among the five 
candidates will have through the end of July to approve or modify the actions. 
There has been controversy over the board’s action in approving the over­ 
rides and over a dual action in promising salary raises with funds that will 
come to the district only if current legislative efforts are successful. 
The following presentations are based on interviews concluded before the 
board invoked the override taxes. Additional notes were made later from 
telephone conversations based entirely on questions related to the issue and 
that of the salaries. 


DOROTHY D IA L: 


Want to get involved 


Dorothy Dial, 28, is a housewife and 
mother of four children ranging in ages 
from four to 10 years. She lives with 
her engineer-husband, Kenneth, and their 
children at 501 S. О PI. 
The Dial family came to Lompoc from 
Spokane, Wash., five years ago. She has 
a high school education, has taken nieht 
school classes and is now attending Al­ 
lan Hancock Junior College. 
She entered the school board race be­ 
cause of her desire to involve herself in 
the community. She is particularly in­ 
terested in the school board because of 
her role as a woman and a mother. Wom­ 
en, she believes, bring something special 
to the board. 
Her love for teen-agers and an inves­ 
tigation of their needs has led her to the 
conclusion that the schools need more 
counselors. She also feels strongly that 
summer school curriculum should be a 
mixture of basic remedial and enrich­ 
ment courses, rather than one to the 
exclusion of the other. 


Mrs. Dial is quick to admit that she doesn’t know much about taxes, but expects 
to learn as part of her service on the board. She has attended several board meet­ 
ings recently in preparation for the race and came away feeling that the trustees 
didn’t engage in enough dialog or discussion on important issues. 
She learned, however, that one of the meetings dealing with override taxes 
and salaries had been preceded by an executive session were the dialog took 
place. 
Nevertheless the experience left her with the feeling that the present school 
board relied too much on administration advice and recommendation. She told 
an audience recently that a school board shouldn’t become a “rubber stamp,” 
for the administration, or a body of “yes” men. 
Board members she added, should be objective and avoid “snap judgements.” 
In contrast, she believes she can think independently and will work well with 
young people. 
The tax hike hurt, according to Mrs. Dial, but she favors it and in her view 
it was necessary to balance the budget. 
Asked if she would do anything between now and Aug. 1 to reverse any of the 
board’s actions, she replied: “If the superintendent or the financial office came 
up with good suggestions Гd be in favor of them.” 
She thinks the proposed salary hikes for teachers are a “ good thing, because 
you get what you pay for.” Basically, she feels the teachers deserve more money. 
Asked what her attitude was toward the program cutback, she replied: “ It 
had to be done.” 
On the question of preventing the same kind of financial crisis in 1970, Mrs. 
Dial said “the only thing I could do is try to learn enough so I could respond to thè 
need, and not just okay the superintendent's suggestions. I would get different 
people's opinions before I arrived at a decision affecting basic issues.” 
In additional preparation for the race, Mrs. Dial visited several principals 
to acquaint herself firsthand with some of the day to day school problems. 
She believes the local school tax rate is lower than many in surrounding school 
districts, but that it will have to be raised if the federal government doesn’t pro­ 
vide more aid. More money is necessary she feels to keep competent teachers. 
Many of the teachers who resign give reasons other than salary for their de­ 
parture, but Mrs. Dial feels resignations are usually because of too low salaries.

On the question of whether teachers were underpaid, she replied: “I believe 
teachers are underpaid, since I okayed the proposed pay increase using 
$600,000 out of the first million dollars in additional revenues.” 


During her service on the board, she has developed “ . . . an acquaintance­ 
ship with the district’s nearly 1,000 employes, its schools and the new fa­ 
cilities under construction.” 
She feels her experience has given her an insight into the needs of both 
certificated and classified personnel. 


On the question of finances she feels that there must be some improvement 
in the methods of computing state and federal aid, especially for militarily 
impacted districts such as Lompoc.

tfeva Boyer is a housewife, mother 
and former school teacher. She is mar­ 
ried to an electronics engineer who 
works for Lockheed. 
Mrs. Boyer was born 49 years ago in 
Iowa. She graduated from Ohio Wesleyan 
University at the age of 19 with a degree 
in home economics. She says she was one 
of the youngest ever to gain a teaching 
credential. 
She came to Lompoc eight years ago 
and has lived with her family at 168 
Oakmont Ave., Vandenberg Village, for 
the past six years. 
Mrs. Boyer bases her bid for the 
school board on her desire to assure 
the best education possible for children. 
She believes people have been much too 
apathetic 
about 
school affairs. On the 
other hand she believes many of the 
criticism s 
she has heard directed at 
the school board are not basic. “We must 
work out the basics first and everything 
else will fall in place,” she said re­ 
cently. 


Her credo is simple: “Education is no doubt the most important factor in 
determining the quality of life for individuals and the community. Pursuing this 
goal of quality, I will study diligently the facts and the issues sos that I may 
make wise decisions and intelligently represent the people of the school dis­ 
tric t.” 
One of the keys of her attitude toward current school affairs is her under­ 
standing of the separate and interdependent roles played by the board and the 
adm inistration. “The administration . . . furnishes information on the aca­ 
demic and business aspects of the school,” and then “ . . . the board of trus­ 
tees should be responsible for working out problems of the district to the 
best educational interest of the students and the community.” 
She takes no stand on taxes or teachers’ salaries, pending a review of all 
the facts. 
She feels women are needed on the school board because of their special af­ 
finity for children and their needs. As a woman she also feels she will have 
more time to spend on district business. 
However, an all-woman board would not fulfill the needs of education any 
more than an all-male board, in her view. 
She lias been active in the Alpha Club, Flower Show, Friends of the Libra­ 
ry, Community Concert Association; American Association of University Worn- 
em, the YMCA and PTA. 
After the advent of the permissive override taxes, she had this to say: “I 
was more surprised with John Beattie’s action, but I suppose it was the only 
thing the board could do. I would make as much effort as possible if elected 
to make any changes for the better. It might be possible to restore some 
of the educational programs that have been cut if enough money comes in. 
I think it is a practice for any industry to evaluate the budget for considera­ 
tion of pay raises. I’m opposed to across-the-board pay increases. It might be 
expedient to evaluate the total picture in order to justify pay increases in 
some areas. I believe the schools should be on a solvent basis, but what we 
need is a réévaluation of the school program. 'Hie citizens committees rec­ 
ommended that we have a financial consultant. I think we should follow the 
recommendation. This would give the public assurance that expenditures are 
justified. I would call a tax rate election only if absolutely necessary. It 
would be far better to attract industry to broaden the tax base.” 


DeWayne Holmdahl is a rancher in 
Miguelito Canyon. He is 30 years old, 
married and the father of four children 
ranging in ages from 15 months to seven 
years. 


Holmdahl has lived in Lompoc for 
17 years. He graduated from Lompoc 
High School in 1956 and attended Cal 
Poly and Fresno State, studying agri­ 
culture. 


His interest in the school board was 
kindled a number of years ago when his 
father 
served 
on 
the board. Since 
that time Holmdahl has served on the 
Farm Bureau, the YMCA, Junior Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, 4-H Club and is pres­ 
ently on the board of trustees of the 
Presbyterian Church. 


Holmdahl bases his bid for public of­ 
fice on the desire to help the school dis­ 
trict affect the economies and reorgani­ 
zation it must have in order to live within 
its 
income. “ There are many areas 
where economies could be worked out 


but until a complete study is made of finances I will reserve recommenda­ 
tions,” he said. In a statement made recently, he said: “A thorough study 
guided by competent financial consultants working in cooperation with the 
board of trustees and top administration is definitely in order and called for. 
The results of such study would determine a decision on the local tax rate. 
F rankly I support a fiscal school policy which allows us to do the most with 
what we can afford.” 
Holmdahl also told the Record recently that the consultant “ might better 
be a private one, rather than one who is school-connected.” 
In a speech to the public he also emphasized his concern for the teaching 
of the 3-Rs, reading, writing and arithmetic, and such additional courses 
as vocational training, music and athletics, that “will aid the children in their 
fields after they leave school.” 
After the school board invoked the override taxes Holmdahl had this to say: 
“The trustees knew last year the district would be in financial trouble. 
They should have started proceedings last year to take the issue of more taxes 
to the voters. There are some areas in the school budget that could have 
been cut to reduce the amount of the overrides. I wasn’t too happy with the ac­ 
tion. I would have had to go along with John Beattie who voted against the over­ 
rides. 


George R. Vance, incumbent trustee 
seeks to retain his seat on Lompoc Uni­ 
fied School Board of Trustees, in order 
to keep a tight rein on the district tax 
rate and at the same time see that “kids 
get a good education.” 
He is 55 a native of Lompoc, attend­ 
ed Lompoc schools and is the owner of' 
Lompoc Trucking Co. He lives at 64U 
University Dr., with his wife Betty, a 
daughter, 19. 
Vance was appointed to the board in 
July 1967 to fill the unexpired term of 
Ray Richerson. He has never held public 
office before. 
His stand on basic school issues is 
brief: “ TTie schools obviously need more 
money,” and “Some economies may be 
possible,” and “Some of the trips taken 
by school personnel to conferences and 
meetings are worthwhile,” and “We 
have a good school system.” 


Vance voted for the recent tax overrides and the agreement allocating money 
not yet received for salary increases. His comments on the actions were brief: 
“It’s tough to cut the educational program, but you have to cut some place in or­ 
der to balance the budget,” and “Eventually we will probably have to have a tax 
hike election in order to meet rising costs.” 
Vance is a member of Rotary Club.

Air Force nurse has intriguing 
service program at Vandenberg 


YANDENEERG 
AFB 
- Who ever 
heard of an Air Force nurse making 
house calls? 
Captain Doris A. Piper, 
one of seven Aerospace nurses in the 
world, now assigned to the 392nd Aero­ 
space Medical Group’s Aerospace Medi­ 
cine Department does three mornings 
per week. Captain Piper’s “ house calls” 
consist of visits to various m issile sites 
and the more remote areas of Vanden­ 
berg AFB. 
These pad visits, originally initiated 
at Cape Kennedy, Fla., were started to 
reduce the number of lost man hours. 
During Captain Piper’s pad visits, she 
is able to accomplish 
such things as 
blood tests, monitoring blood pressures, 
and tending to such minor problems as 
colds, 
removing 
sutures, 
changing 
dressings and conducting safety instruc­ 
tions. 
Although a time consuming operation, 
the pad visits account for only a small 
portion of Captain Piper’s responsibili­ 
ties. Captain Piper’s main purpose is 
to provide assistance to the,director 
of aerospace medicine in the conduction 
of the Occupational Medicine (a depart­ 
mental division of the Aerospace Medi­ 
cine Department here) and other Aero­ 
space Medical program s. 
In addition to conducting the environ­ 
mental health visits to the m issile sites 
and industrial areas she coordinates 
with Flight and Missile Medicine, and-or 
Bioenvironmental 
Engineering Serv­ 
ice, division and squ^lron safety offi­ 
ces, civilian contractors as required to 
insure the implementation of a compre­ 
hensive preventative medicine program. 
Captain Piper acts in a supervisory 
capacity in dealing with the Hearing Con­ 
servation 
Program, Occupational Vi­ 
sion, Missile Fuel Handler’s, 
Radio­ 
logical Health, and periodical physical 
examination program s for workers in 
hazardous areas. 
In addition she conducts educational 
program s, including first aid training, 
to promote the health and safety of mili­ 
tary personnel and investigates and fol­ 
lows up on occupational injuries or dis­ 
eases to insure that proper rehabilita­ 
tive m easures are being accomplished. 
The Air Force Nurse serves as a 
member of the D isaster Response Team 
Local man 


in support of m issile operations; pre­ 
pares written policies and procedures 
in concurrence with the director of Aero­ 
space Medicine, and serves as a mem­ 
ber of the Aerospace Medical Council. 
When asked about the program she’s 
engaged in, Captain Piper replied “ The 
Occupational Medicine 
program 
for 
aerospace differs from the everyday type 
of industrial occupational medicine pro­ 
gram because it is dealing with an ever 
changing, 
dynamic 
field. 
There are 
tim es when the total extent of hazards 
aren’t completely known before new and 
more advanced changes are once again 
being made. This places on occupational 
medicine a demand for constant vigilance 
and updating of procedures and knowl­ 
edge.” 
Captain Piper, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Anthony Piper, Vernon Center, 
N.Y., 
received her Aerospace Nursing 
training at several schools and research 
centers located around the nation. Al­ 
though tho Aerospace Nursing course is 


conducted through the Office of the Di­ 
rector of Bioastronautics, Patrick AFB, 
Florida, the Bioastronautic Operational 
Support Unit serves as home for the 
nurse residents. Classes are also con­ 
ducted throughout Cape Kennedy, at the 
John F. Kennedy-NASA Space Center and 
selected educational sites. Considerable 
time was also spent at the School of 
Aerospace Medicine, Brooks AFB, Tex., 
where the residents participated in the

LSD in Israel Is L ong School D ay 
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View of the Hebrew University's new campus on Givat Ram, Jerusalem.

JERUSALEM—(N E A)— 
On the sunny G i v a t Ram 
campus of the Hebrew Uni­ 
versity of Jerusalem knots 
of students c h a t t e d or 
lounged quietly on the grass. 
Not a sound of protest or a 
sign of unrest was visible. 


“That’s one problem we 
don’t have yet,” said Rich­ 
ard Osterman, the universi­ 
ty ’s information officer. 


The student body of 12,- 
000 includes 2,000 overseas 
s t u d e n t s , half of them 
Americans. 


To single out the Ameri­ 
cans among the potpourri of 
young people on campus be­ 
came a game of “ Knock, 
knock. Who’s there?” But 1 
hit my first pay dirt in the 
engaging persons of Orrin 
Persky and Efrim Zuroff 
Both 
hail 
from 
Brooklyn, 
N.Y. 


The boys were concerned 
over the student rebellions 
at home. And Persky had 
one explanation for the ab­ 
sence of riots at Hebrew 
University. 


“ We have a different kind 
of LSD,” he said. “ Here it 
just means long school day’ 
and when it’s over, you’re 
too tired to prdtest.” 


But apparently complete 
Utopia doesn’t exist among 
the students in spite of the 
university’s version of LSD. 


A feature in the Jerusalem 
Post reported resentment on 
the part of some Israeli stu­ 
dents toward their foreign 
cohorts. The article quoted 
some Israeli complaints. It 
seems they’re up tight be­ 
cause the foreign students 
are 
taking 
up 
too 
much 
space in the university hos­ 
tels, making it impossible 
for the locals to live at the 
school. They believe, too, 
that the overseas kids have 


ready money to pay for text­ 
books and buy them all up— 
leaving the home town crowd 
starving for the w r i t t e n 
word. 


The complaint list grows. 
According to some young­ 
sters I spoke with, there is 
an attitude that foreign stu­ 
dents are simply doing “cul­ 
tural sightseeing” since they 
can afford it and are putting 
the s e r i o u s l y education- 
minded at a disadvantage 
simply because the visitors 
have the greenbacks to go 
lickety-solit through t h e i r 
golden days. 


Does this attitude make 
the American kids unhappy 
at H. U.? Not at all, say the 
young people I talked with. 


“ I understand their feel­ 
ing,” Zuroff said. “ Most of 
the local-born students have 
to take part-time jobs to 
finance their tuition and liv­ 
ing expenses. Only about 15 
per cent of the student pop­ 
ulation can be housed at the 
university. And even though 
the school makes every en­ 
deavor to subsidize the rest, 
it’s tough to see outsiders 
having it easier.” 


“ But sometimes,” Persky 
added, “ it irks a little to 
know they think you’re only 
fooling a r o u n d here. 
1 
know I’m serious about my 
education. But they're not 
all like that—just a few.” 


Irene Herskowits, another 
New Yorker, said she thinks 
a lack of communication be­ 
tween the local and overseas 
groups causes what little dis­ 
sension there is. 
“ The Is­ 
raelis are hard to know. 
Friendship can’t be gained 
here on a group level. It has 
to be achieved on a personal 
level. Once you’re accepted 
as a friend by a local stu­ 
dent, you meet that friend’s 
friends — and so on. Then 
you’re 
O.K.” 
Sounds 
like 
anvwhere else in the world. 


The consensus was t h a t 
t h e 
com m unication 
g a p , 
where it does exist, is due 
prim arily to age difference. 
Since the Israelis—men and 
women — usually don’t start 
at the university until after 
they have done their m ili­ 
tary service, they are older 
than their foreign colleagues 
—and at a tim e of life when 
a few y e a r s puts them 
worlds apart in attitudes. 


Why do A m ericans want to 
attend Hebrew University? 


Holly Tornheim, a 20-year- 
old junior from Antioch Col­ 
lege in Yellow Springs, Ohio, 
gave her reason. 


“ I felt th at Israel was a 
country where things were 
happening that w eren’t go­ 
ing on elsewhere. I wanted 
to find out exactly what was 
happening and why it was 
so. 


“ The Hebrew U niversity,” 
she continued, “ is a national 
university. It’s got a good 
academ ic 
reputation. 
And 
then th ere’s Jerusalem it­ 
self. It’s a m arvelous place 
to be — a beautiful city.” 


Holly saw the other side of 
the coin on Israeli friendli­ 
ness. “ I’m finding a great 
deal of w arm th here,” she 
said. But she does plan to 
return to A m erica when her 
year in Jerusalem is over. 
“ I’m an Am erican. Am eri­ 
c a ’s problem s are m ine.” 


Others I talked to cam e to 
Israel as tourists and then 
decided they would like to 
stay longer and study at the 
university. One thing they 
all have in common. They 
like the school and they like 
Israel. Some plan to settle 
there. 


Osterm an, who showed me 
around, said that during the 
1967 w ar the Am erican stu­ 
dents served as best they 
could, helping in 
medical 
em ergencies 
a n d 
driving

Television in Review 


BY RICK DU BROW 
HOLLYWOOD (UPI)—The re­ 
cent Senate investigation into 
television 
sex 
and 
violence 
drew predictable battle lines. 
In Hollywood, some produ­ 
cers, 
directors, writers and 
performers made loud, public 
complaints, 
upset with what 
they 
considered yet another 
pressure 
on 
their 
creative 
output. 
The networks, by and large, 
found themselves caught in the 
middle again because, using the 
public 
airwaves, 
they 
are 
subject to government scrutiny 
and 
action. 
Basically, they 
simply try to make money and 
yet 
keep 
everyone 
happy-a 
task 
becoming 
increasingly 
difficult with the polarization of 
generations moral attitudes and 
the like. 
Since 
Sen. John Pastore, D- 
R.I., 
was 
chairman 
of 
the 
subcommittee 
conducting the 
television hearings, he quite 
naturally became a focal point 
of the goings-on. 
And despite the Hollywood 
reaction to the hearings, it 
would be a great miscalculation 
to 
think 
that 
Pastore 
was 
representing only his own views 
concerning what is on the home 
tube. 
He 
speaks 
for 
many 
television • watchers, as let­ 
ters to this reviewer have at­ 
tested in recent months. 
It would also be foolish to 
deny that a great many persons 
-and 
not only conservative, 
puritanical folk—find the exces­ 
ses offensive and often unneces­ 
sary, 
and 
are 
no 
longer 
impressed with the explana­ 
tions for them. 
Although most of the real 
excesses have occurred in the 
other arts, television is the one 
medium 
on 
the 
firing 
line 
minute by minute, day after 
day. It is the most obvious 
target. Being human, it also has 
its 
tasteless 
moments. And 
although these moments are 
relatively naive compared with 
what is happening in the other 
arts, video magnifies them by 
having more national, massive 
and 
immediate 
impact 
than 


books, 
movies and tne stage. 
Furthermore, the video aud­ 
ience is more conservative than 
that which frequents the movies 
and 
theater. 
And 
despite 
definite steps by the networks 
to cut back on violence since 
the murders of Martin Luther 
King and Robert Kennedy, the 
impact of the excesses is still 
potent. 
But eventually, amid all the 
talk about sex irreverenee-and 
even violence—one comes back 
to that most important word: 
Freedom. In television, it is a 
clouded word because, as users 
of 
the public airwaves, the 
networks constantly find their 
free enterprise on guard for 
government reaction. Yet the 
issue of freedom is inescapable 
in the current furor. 
Perhaps, in a democracy, the 
best rule of thumb is just to let 
free enterprise take its course 
as far as possible. That is, 
check the box office; and in 
television, check the ratings. 
The audience lets you know 
when it’s had enough.

improvement 
hereinafter 
mentioned, and did further determine that the cost 
erf said proposed municipal improvement will be too great to be paid out of the 
ordinary annual income and revenue of said municipality and that said municipal 
improvement will require an expenditure greater than the amount allowed there­ 
for by the annual tax levy, and will require the incurring of a bonded Indebtedness 
therefor, which resolution No. 1971 was duly entered on the minutes of said 
meeting of the Council, and is now on file and of record in the Clerk’s office of 
said City; 
NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LOMPOC DOES 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 
Section 1. A special municipal bond election shall be and is hereby ordered 
and will be held in the City of Lompoc (hereinafter called “ the City” ) on Tues­ 
day, June 3, 1969, at which election shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the City the question of incurring a bonded indebtedness of the City for

Shall the City of Lompoc incur a bonded Indebtedness 
in the principal amount of $500,000 for the construc­ 
tion and completion of the following municipal improve­ 
ment, to wit : A fire station building together with ap­ 
purtenances, fixtures and furnishings for the housing 
of all or part of the Fire Department to be located on 
city-owned property at the southeast corner of the 
intersection of Maple and “ I” Street, and such addition­ 
al fire prevention and firefighting equipment, machinery 
and structures as Is necessary or convenient for the im­ 
provement of fire protection services of the City of Lom­ 
poc? 
The estimated cost of said municipal improvement is the sum of $500,000 
and the amount of the indebtedness proposed to be incurred for said municipal 
improvement is the sum of $500,000. 
Said estimated cost hereinabove stated for said municipal improvement in­ 
cludes legal and all other fees incidental to or connected with the authoriza­ 
tion, issuance and sale of the bonds evidencing the Indebtedness proposed to be 
incurred for such municipal 
improvement and the costs of printing said bonds 
and all other costs and expenses incidental to or connected with the authoriza­ 
tion, issuance and sale of said bonds. 
Section 2. The Council does hereby submit to the qualified electors of the City 
at said special municipal bond election said measure set forth in Section 1 of 
this ordinance, and designates and refers to said measure in the form cf ballot 
hereinafter prescribed for use at said election. 
(a) Said special municipal bond election shall be held and conducted, and the 
votes thereof canvassed, and the returns thereof made, and the result thereof 
ascertained and determined, as herein provided; and in all particulars not pre­ 
scribed by this ordinance, said election shall be held as provided by law for the 
holding of municipal elections in the City. 
(b) All persons qualified to vote at municipal elections in the City upon the 
date of the election herein provided for shall be qualified to vote upon the mea­ 
sures submitted at said special municipal bond election. 
(c) 
17)6 polls at the polling places hereinafter designated shall be opened at 
7:00 o’clock A.M. of said day of election and shall be kept open continuously 
thereafter until 7:00 o’clock P.M. of said day of election, when the polls shall be 
closed (except as provided in Section 14436 of the Elections Code), and the elec­ 
tion officers sltall thereupon proceed to canvass the ballots cast thereat. 
(d) 
For the conduct of said special municipal bond election, the City is here­ 
by divided into 15 special election precincts set forth herein, each of which shall 
comprise one or more of the general state and county election precincts into 
which the City is divided for general state and county election purposes, as fol­

Thirty-five years ago there 
was a pioneer designer who 
anticipated many of the de­ 
tails of today’s recreational 
vehicles. 
In some respects, William 
B. 
Stout’s ideas are still 
ahead 
of available equip­ 
ment. Little by little, how­ 
ever, most of his radical ap­ 
proaches have b e e n ab­ 
sorbed into motor car de­ 
sign. 
Bill Stout was no mere 
visionary. 
The Ford Trimotor he de­ 
signed, dependable and long- 
lived, made it possible to 
write the opening chapter in 
the history of intercity air­ 
lines. 
There were few fields this 
man, far in advance of the 
times, failed to charge into. 
It is in the field of auto 
transportation that, in retro­ 
spect, the public’s hesitancy 
in a c c e p t i n g Stout’s ad­ 
vanced ideas brings the most 
regret. 
In 1935, the motorist could 
have had streamlined cars 
such as we have today with 
running boards, engine hoods 
and fenders absorbed to give 
more interior space. 
His signed ad in Fortune 
that year offered ‘‘A Chal­ 
lenge and a Prophecy.” It 
was announcing his new car, 
named the Scarab because 
of its buglike appearance. He 
challenged the public to ac­ 
cept this new type of trans­ 
portation 
and 
prophesied, 
rightly, that the unusual fea­ 
tures of his car would be­ 
come commonplace in Amer­ 
ican vehicles. 
The Scarab’s engine was 


in the rear. It had a unit 
b o d y. full-vision, slanted, 
h e a t - i n s u l a t e d windows, 
grill-enclosed headlights, hy­ 
draulic brakes, push-button 
doors 
with 
recessed 
door 
locks and individual wheel 
springing. 
E q u a l l y forward-looking 
was the 
interior arrange­ 
ment. A rear davenport seat 
could be relocated and con­ 
verted to a full-length bed. 
In front of it was a collapsi­ 
ble card or dining table. 
L o o s e chairs, upholstered 
and with rubber-filled cush­ 
ions, could be clamped to 
the floor in a number of dif­ 
ferent arrangements. 
If stove, ice chest and sink 
were added, here was the 
fluid design of today’s motor 
homes — and the year was 
1935. 
“ On the second run—from 
Detroit to Los Angeles, Seat­ 
tle and return—,” Stout re­ 
ported, ‘‘we used the remov­ 
able rear seat to sleep on. 
We ate meals in the car, 
served coffee and drank it 
while doing 60 miles an hour. 
We didn’t spill a d r o p , 
either.” 
Production was set for 100 
cars at $5,000 each the first 
year. 
Actually, 
only 
nine 
were built, doled out to elite 
purchasers like Philip Wrig- 
ley. The car was the sensa­ 
tion of its day but enough of 
an ugly duckling to fail to 
get accepted. Had it been a 
success in 1935, there’s no 
telling where 
this 
spring­ 
board would have carried 
car design, particularly rec­ 
reational vehicles, by ’69.

Discriminatory 


In 1^65, in the case of Seeger vs. the United States, the U S. 
Supreme Court ruled that disbelief in a “ Supreme Being’’ did 
not automatically disqualify an individual from claiming con­ 
scientious objector status. 
Sincere, strongly held personal beliefs leading one to oppose 
war and the draft deserved as much consideration as the same 
opposition predicated on belief in God. 


In alarm, if not in anger, Congress revised the Selective 
Service law in 1967, substituting for belief in a Supreme Being 
the phrase, “by reason of religious training and belief.” It 
also specifically ruled out objection based on “essentially po­ 
litical, sociological or philosophical views, or a merely per­ 
sonal moral code.” 
The Federal D istrict judge in Boston has now declared this 
revised section of the law unconstitutional, and alarm, if not 
anger, can once again by expected to ensue should the Supreme 
Court uphold the decision. 


“ In the draft act,” declared Judge Charles E. Wyzanski 
Jr., “ Congress unconstitutionally discrim inated against athe­ 
ists,« agnostics and men who are motivated by profound moral 
beliefs which constitute the central convictions of their beings.” 
He concluded that in granting special status to the religious 
conscientious objector but not to one John Sisson Jr., a 22- 
year-old Harvard graduate who refused induction because of

personal antiwar beliefs, the act violated the F irst Amend­ 
ment provision that “ Congress shall make no law respecting 
an establishment of religion.” 
“ When the law treats a reasonable, conscientious act as a 
crim e,” wrote the judge in a 21-page opinion, “ it subverts 
its own power. It invites civil disobedience.” 
In anticipation of objections that this will make it “ easy” to 
escape the draft by pretending to feelings that are not genuine, 
he argued that “ often it is harder to detect a fradulent ad­ 
herent to a religious creed than to recognize a sincere moral 
protestant.” 
Undertones of Vietnam war dissent, of the unresolved ques­ 
tion of the legitimacy of opposition to a particular war but not 
war in general, muddy what Judge Wyzanski calls “ a clash be­ 
tween law and m orality.” He indicated that he might have ruled 
differently had Sisson been drafted to fight in “ a defense of 
the homeland” in which the entire country was being mobiliz­ 
ed. 
In view of its Seeger decision, however, it is expected that 
the high court will rule against the government’s appeal of 
the decision he did make 
As the New York Times commented “there is no reasonable 
basis under the Constitution on which the government can 
say that it will respect the conscience of a religious believer 
but will violate the conscience of a nonbeliever.”

During the past few days I have 
been the victim of many accusations of 
gross cowardice. The accusations, I as­ 
sume, were in jest. But, just to be 
sure, I want to take this opportunity to 
make a point in rebuttal. 
Sure, I did flee our 
lovely community for 
a few days last week. 
The occasion was the 
Easter recess from 
school, and with all 
the kids out of school 
Momma and I decid­ 
ed it would be a good 
time to do a little 
college - campus - 
looking - at in the in­ 
terests of our eldest, 
who is about to graduate from high 
school. 
The week’s journey took us through 
the great American desert and on up in­ 
to the Intermountain West, far away 
from 
t h e 
San Andreas Fault and 
the threats of the devastating earth­ 
quake which was to dump California 
into the sea. 


The only trouble with respect to the 
accusations of cowardice is that we were 
just turning off Highway 101 at Las 
C ruces on the return journey to Lom­ 
poc at precisely 3:13 p.m. last Friday 
afternoon. 


At the time, we realized we were tak­ 
ing a calculated gamble that we might 
never arrive at home. Had the prog­ 
nostic ators of doom been correct in 
their assumptions, we would have been 
traveling on a downward slope on the ride 
to Lompoc, rather than up the long hill 
to the top of the San Julian grade. 


We were expecting that at any moment 
we might be swept into a new extension 
of the Pacific Ocean, but the only water 
we saw was the next morning, when we 
were inundated from above, not below. 
If my memory serves correctly, there 


is yet to be another scare about the 
middle of next week. That one, however, 
will have some merit. For there will be 
a mild shaking of houses. 
But I don’t think it will come from 
any nature-created earthquake. This one 
will be man-made as millions of us tax­ 
payers reach the final point of reckon­ 
ing with Form 1040 and the 10 per cent 
surtax.

jargon and its interoffice memos, where 
they have to spend most of their tim e.” 
Moynihan also appears to be enjoying 
excellent relations with the President. 
The latter obviously wants the Harvard 
urbanologist to stay around a long while 
and seems to go out of his way to make 
him feel at home. 


For his part, Moynihan, while know­ 
ing this, is said to be careful not to 
presume on this or to try in any way to 
exert extra leverage because of it. He 
has good access to the President, which 
is not something everyone in the White 
House establishment can claim. 
As Urban Affairs staff director, Moy­ 
nihan is able to get his own ideas thrown 
into the general council mix at meet­ 
ings, in agenda preparations and so on. 
And he had a real hand in development 
of program s and policies. 


There may have been a time when 
Moynihan saw his coordinating role in 
the urban field as much bigger than it is. 
There were suggestions from some top 
sources on the eve of Nixon’s inaugura­ 
tion that the visible rise of economist 
Arthur Burns to pre-eminence as the 
President’s chief domestic program er 
had somewhat unsettled Moynihan. What­ 
ever the truth of that, he reportedly is 
reasonably content with his present lot. 


Even before that m atter developed, 
liberal friends of Moynihan were busy 
forecasting that he would last only three 
to six months in the White House before 
disenchantment would take him away. 
He himself listened to those predic- 
tions with amusement. The plain fact is 
he likes action close to the seat of pow­ 
er and may well have no difficulty in 
staying on until academic commitments 
compel his resignation at the end of 
two years’ service. 


Speculation that swirled around his 
head at the outset of the Nixon regime 
has moved on to engulf others. To the 
extent that recent published reports de­ 
pict an inside power struggle of growing 
intensity, the guessing is probably pret­ 
ty much off the mark. 
Not that there is no contest for pow- 
e r 
It is inevitable in a White House 
which today represents such a huge pow­ 
e r focus, and this reporter often has 
called attention to the shifting battle 
tides Yet it is easy to exaggerate the 
struggle. 


Past history 


APPOMATTOX, Va. — On April 9, 
1865, General in Chief of the Armies 
of the Confederate States Robert E. Lee 
handed his sword here to Lieut. Gen 
Ulysses S. Grant. It was a Sunday. The 
horrible, tear-strewn war was over. 
We can really respect a man only 
if he does not always look out for 
himself. Both of these very different 
men personify this quality. 
The Dallas Southern Memorial Assoc­ 
iation erected in Dallas in 1936 an es­ 
pecially magnificent statue of Lee by 
A. Phim ister Proctor. The great Vir­ 
ginian is mounted on Traveller and is 
accompanied by a young soldier. Proc­ 
tor did not intend this to represent an 
aide-de-camp, but to represent the en­ 
tire youth of the South. 
The granite con­ 
taining wall is etch­ 
ed: 
“ No calamity 
can ever darken his 
fame, for history has 
lighted up his image 
with her everlasting 
lamp.” 
Lee’s 
selfless, 
courageous 
leader­ 
ship was the bened­ 
iction 
that the mil­ 
lions in the South an­ 
swered 
with 
their 
hearts. 
This soldier 
graduated from West 
Point with great distinction in 1829; 10 
years before Grant entered the Acad­ 
emy. His record there rem ains a ieg- 
and to this day. Yet it took Lee 25 
years to rise from lieutenant to col­ 
onel. 
The United 
States Army had 
shrunk to only 6,055 officers and en­ 
listed men in 1831 — the lowest point 
it was ever to reach. Lee never direct­ 
ly commanded troops until the age of 
48. 
Field Marshal Sir Bernard Montgom­ 
ery has described a successful battle 
as having three phases: the “ break-in” , 
the “ fight,” the “ break-out,” The pro­ 
blem, Montgomery said, is to apply 
these against a forward defense and the 
enemy’s immediate counterattack. 
Lee was a past master of all three 
phases and the ancient principles of 
war — the principles of the objectives, 
the offense, economy of force, mobility, 
surprise, simplicity of plan — had not 
changed. But, now and suddenly, Lee 
added a new dimension to them. 
Our Civil War was the first war in 
history ever fought with the use of 
railroads and the telegraph. Lee made 
it a classic, still reviewed as such 
in the general staff schools of the 
world, by the way he immediately re­ 
vised the fundamentals to this new and 
revolutionary opportunity. 


Hiram Grant, for that was his correct 
name, entered the Civil War a broken 
and disappointed man. At his 1843 West 
Point graduation he ranked only 21st 
in a class of 39. And after the close of 
the Mexican War he resigned his commis­ 
sion in 1854. 
On President Lincoln’s call to arm s 
in 1861 Grant was commissioned as 
colonel of the 21st Illinois regiment 
and at first seemed to recover well. 
But, his constant bravery and resolu­ 
tion 
notwithstanding, battle disasters 
overtook him nearly at once. 
Gen H W Halleck relievedGrantof all 
duties and he was virtually under a r­ 
rest — this remarkable commander who 
ultimately disposed his greatly superior 
forces against his gallant adversary with 
a m erciless energy that has few, if any, 
parallels in modern history. 
Lincoln appointed and fired five com­ 
manders before he finally found Grant. 
The President needed a victory to avoid 
his own political disaster in the 1864 
elections. He was regarded by most ob­ 
servers as beaten. But in early Septem- 
ber Atlanta fell and both Lincoln and 
the Union were saved. 
In this process see Lincoln’s famous 
letter to Gen. Joseph “ Fighting Joe” 
Hooker, warning Hooker of his dictator­ 
ial impluses: “ Only those generals who 
gain successes can set up dictators. 


What I want of you is m ilitary succ­ 
esses and I will risk the dictatorship.” 
Deserved by Hooker, 
it would have 
been as totally inconceivable a letter 
from Lincoln to Grant as from con­ 
federate President Jefferson Davis to 
Lee 


Bruce Catton and all other authorities 
agree that one of the influences which 
finally brought the terminal event here 
was the rapport between Lincoln and 
Grant. Lincoln’s unwavering support of 
the controversial Grant is, of course, 
famous. 
The rapport began with their first 
meeting in March, 1864. It deepened 
constantly. Both were unpretentious, hon­ 
est and patriotic. Lincoln left Grant 


completely free to direct military ope ra­ 
tions Grant scrupulously avoided med­ 
dling in political or other outside areas. 
Lincoln was assassinated (April 14) 
five days after Grant met Lee here. 
Grant spoke his debt to the dead lead­ 
er, and his accolade: “ He was incon­ 
testably the greatest man I have ever 
known ”

The Macco side 


One of the big questions which have 
arisen concerning the proposed giant de­ 
velopment of the Macco Corp. on the for­ 
m er Hollister Ranch west of Gaviota 
can be answered only by the Air Force. 
Further development of the missile 
program at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
— lying north of the area where Macco 
is gambling on setting up a second home- 
recreational complex —could hamper the 
Macco program. 
The Air Force is making sure that 
Macco knows this and that the County 
Planning Commission is made aware of 
it. A VAFB representative was pres­ 
ent at the hearing April 2 of the plan­ 
ning body when Macco's request for an 
amendment to the county’s general plan 
came before the commission. 
The question was raised as to whether 
Vandenberg’s expanding program might 
contemplate evacuations atcertaintim es 
of persons at the Macco site. Evacua­ 
tions have been carried out elsewhere 
south of the base and along the coast, 
when firings have taken place. 
The Air Force representative at the 
meeting simply pointed out there could 
be complications, without answering the 
question whether a projec t of this size 
could interfere with future Vandenberg 
programs. 
Perhaps only the Strategic Air Com­ 
mand at Omaha knows what lies ahead — 
so far as condemnations or evacuations 
are concerned. 
“The Air Force is studying the whole 
question,” the commission was told 
Macco Corp. vice-president P atricks. 
Munn apparently isn’t so worried at this 
point about the Air Force as he is 
about reluctance of county officials to 
let the project get off the ground. 
“ We’ve got $8.7 million invested in 
the project, and we will have$15 million 
invested in improvements, not including 
general obligation bond money,” says 
Munn. 
He made this statement to a county 
planner who raised the point of Macco 
Corp. selling lots and then being in the 
position of not carrying through with 
its obligations. 
Munn has stressed to the planning 
body that he feels the plans for the Hol­ 


lister Ranch development cannot miss. 
The second home-recreational idea is 
enjoying “ spectacular growth” in this 
country in the past few years, he said. 
M ore’than $500 million home lot sales 
have been recorded in the past year. 
Macco is carrying out sim ilar projects 
successfully elsewhere in the state, 
Munn stresses 
But there are shadows over the sunny 
coastal lands sought as the spot for 
15,700 persons eventually. The Air Force 
is only one of them The water problem 
is another, despite announced plans for 
full development of wells, stream runoff, 
and even an electrical salt water con­ 
version plant And county officials stress 
that Macco still will have to meet coun­ 
ty ordinances whi< h take a dim view of 
isolated new communities and which reg­ 
ulate beach area construction taking in 
view the slowly cnimblini’ bluff line along 
the whole South Coast. 
Munn says the Macco development 
wouldn’t be costly to the Vista Del Mar 
School District, which would receive 
what elementary pupils there w ereinthe 
new complex 
There are five teachers for only 60 
students at the school at present, the 
commission wastold, and obviously more 
pupils could be cared for. 
County Road Depart ment officials point 
out the road entry problems are im­ 
mense, with plans showing a four-lane 
highway paralleling the Southern Pa­ 
cific Co tracks which run along the lower 
part of the 14,000 acre property. It 
would replace the present “ Burma Road” 
there now. 
A full interchange might be required 
at the Gaviota Beach Park if the Mac­ 
co development goes in, as the only 
practical entry seen at this time is 
through the beach park. Conceivably a 
highway could be brought in from the 
long way around by way of Jalama area, 
but this is seen as most difficult. 
Dr. Clinton Hollister has raised the 
question of what has happened to the oil 
lease and the possibility of oil develop­ 
ments on the ranch To this, Munn says 
simply that a “ group of attorneys are 
studying this” - and no oil has been 
found there to his knowledge.
